The British, without a controlling 
pavy, could mot have entered the 
war. Italy and Rumania would not 
heve entered. The United States 
could not have entered it. We could 
not have helped the entente with 
money, supplies or men. Whatever 
consequences might have’ been in 
store for us as the result of a Ger- 
man victory we could have done 
nothing but sit and wait for them, 

The enemies of Germany would 
have been powerless without ‘the 
British navy. Germany would have 
had the world by the neck and could 
have choked it. It checked the 
German army. It holds~it in check 
now. To do this the grand fleet 
does not have to fight. It merely 
has to exist—Chicago Tribune.
